puppet figures, including eight versions 
of Klaymen. Some made him look bigger 
or smaller compared with other 
characters or sets. Others were stunt 
Klaymens, used and abused in action 
sequences. 

Finally, they animated the action using 
stop-motion technique. It works like this: 
Set up the clay puppet in a pose; shoot 
one frame; move the figure into the next 
pose; shoot again. Put ’em all together, 
you've got action! 

“We were constantly fighting gravity,” 
Doug says. “When you draw characters 
on a computer, it’s easy to make them 
jump. But with clay puppets, you have to 
use wires and edit them out later. The 
lights also tend to melt the puppets, so 
we were constantly remolding the clay.” 

The final CD-ROM contains more than 
50,000 frames. (Whew! That’s like 
taking 50,000 pictures!) “We were lucky 
to shoot 500 frames a day,” Doug says. 
“We did 800 frames once—that was a 
great day!” The team used more than 
three tons of clay to sculpt the figures 
and sets. (In comparison, an elephant 
weighs four tons.)
